New  discovery • Five  cent  scrip  on  the  St.  Joseph  Exchange 
Office  of  0.  Stevens  (photo  on  front  cover).  Bowen  mentions  this 
issuer  but  no  notes  were  known  prior  to  this  discovery.  The  note 
is  dated  January  2nd  1863.  Issued  at  St.  Joseph.  Discovered  by 
Tom  Durkin. 

Dr.  Wallace  Lee  has  discovered  a $20  1929  H on  the  First  Nat- 
ional Bank  in  Gladstone.  Since  the  scarcer  high  chartered  Nat- 
ionals are  actively  researched  and  sought  after,  researchers  may 
wish  to  note  this  previously  unrecorded  rarity.  Bank  issued  only 
a total  of  2470  notes  of  all  denominations. 

It  is  rumored  that  the  standard  reference  on  Mich.  State  Notes 
will  be  reprinted.  Harold  Bowen *s  State  Bank  Notes  of  Michigan 
has  been  out  of  print  and  generally  unavailable  to  newer  collect- 
ors for  quite  some  time. 

In  1848  there  was  in  circulation  4 kinds  of  paper  money  issued 
by  the  State  of  Michigan,  per  the  June  1927  Numismatist.  They 
were,  with  the  amount  of  discount  in  New  York:  State  scrip  in  the 
form  of  bank  notes  10$,  land  warrants  60%,  Internal  Improvement 
warrants  50%,  and  Auditor-General *s  warrants  50#.

NATIONAL  BANK  OF  GLENDALE,  CALIFORNIA

Glendale,  California  is  a city  of  almost  150,000  residents 
and  lies  directly  north  of  Los  Angeles.  It  was  incorporated 
February  7,  1906  as  a city  of  sixth  class.  In  about  1900  Glen 
dale  had  only  about  300  residents.  The  first  bank  of  Glendale 
was  the  Bank  of  Glendale,  incorporated  on  May  19,  1905. 


The  second  bank  in  Glendale  was  the  First  National  Bank  $f 
Glendale  and  it  was  opened  for  business  on  November  ll|,  1905. 

L.  C.  Brand  was  its  founder  and  president.  The  other  officers 
were  Dan  Campbell  VP  and  E.  V.  Williams,  Cashier.  Directors  were 
L.  C.  Brand,  Dan  Campbell,  Herman  W.  Heilman,  W.  H.  Holiday,  and 
Dwight  Griswold.

L.  C.  Brand  was  president  of  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Co. 
of  Los  Angeles.  Herman  W.  Heilman  was  president  of  the  Merchants 
National  Bank,  Los  Angeles.  Upon  his  death,  W.  H.  Holiday  became 
president  of  Merchants  National  Bank.  E.  V.  Williams  replaced 
Herman  Heilman  on  the  board  of  directors  after  Heilman's  death. 

On  April  U,  1908,  E.  V.  Williams  having  resigned,  Dan  Campbell 
was  elected  cashier  and  secretary,  E.  3.  Heating  assistant

cashier,  and  John  A.  Logan  a director.  On  January  12,  1909,  E.  S. 
heating  was  elected  cashier  and  secretary  and  Dan  Campbell  vice- 
president.  On  September  25,  1909,  Mr,  Brand  sold  his  interest  to 
W.  W.  Lee,  M,  P.  Harrison,  and  Ed  M,  Lee,  W,  W.  Lee  became  presi- 
dent, M.  P.  Harrison  VP,  and  Ed  M.  Lee  cashier.  W.  H.  Holiday  and 
Dwight  Griswold  remained  on  the  board  and  E.  U.  Emery  was  elected 
a director.  Griswold  moved  away  and  resigned  as  director,  and  was 
replaced  by  George  Paine. 

The  first  location  of  the  bank  was  on  North  Brand  Boulevard  in 
the  first  brick  building  constructed  in  Glendale  and  was  built  by 
L.  C.  Brand.  In  1913  the  bank  erected  a new  building  at  the  SE 
corner  of  Brand  and  Broadway  and  it  was  three  stories  high.  The 
bank  installed  the  first  safety  vault  system.  Mahogany  and  tile 
floors  were  included.  This  building  still  stands  but  is  currently 
being  renovated.  About  August,  1919,  the  bank  was  sold  to  R.  F. 
Kitterman,  C.  C.  Cooper,  and  a Mr.  Anderson.  Mr.  Anderson  shortly 
after  sold  his  interest  to  Mr.  Kitterman  and  Mr.  Cooper.  In  Jan. 
1922  Mr.  Kitterman  purchased  the  interest  of  Mr.  Cooper  and  con- 
sumated  a merger  with  the  Security  Savings  Bank  of  Los  Angeles  in 
this  same  year.  After  his  career  in  banking,  Ed  M.  Lee  and  his 
son  Kenneth  W.  Lee  became  coin  dealers  in  Glendale.  Kenneth  was  a

The  notes  are  the  same  size  as  US  and  Canadian  banknotes.  The 
reverse  of  the  is  printed  in  yellow,  and  the  10^  in  green. 

The  obverse  printing  is  in  black  with  a lighter  shade  of  the  note’s 
color  filling  in  the  blank  spaces.  The  serial  number  is  In  red. 

The  edition  Is  limited  to  6,000  notes  of  each. 

Numismatist  Boris  Maltais,  president  of  J.  A.  Moisan,  designed 
the  notes.  The  plates  were  engraved,  and  the  notes  printed  on 
high  quality  bond-type  paper  containing  tiny  colored  paper  discs, 
by  J.  B.  Deschamps  Inc.  of  Beauport,  Quebec,  a subsidiary  of  the 

Canadian  Banknote  Co.  Ltd.  . 

The  notes  are  given  to  store  customers  at  the  rate  of  1>  of  the 
total  value  of  their  purchase.  They  are  valid  for  merchandise  In 
the  store  at  any  time  and  bear  no  expiry  date.  A trade  token, 

33mm  nickel,  of  3<V  denomination,  bearing  the  portrait  of  the  Pope 
with  Quebec  City  in  the  background,  is  also  in  use  and  is  availa- 
ble at  *1.7*  (US)  postpaid.  A series  of  6 trade  notes  with  the 
oortrait  of  Jacques  Cartier  (at  ?5.50  US  per  set  postpaid)  is  also 
used  in  the  store.

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THE  EXCHANGE  NATIONAL  BANK  OF  DENTON,  TEXAS 
by  Frank  Clark  III  #210l| 

In  my  previous  article  on  the  Denton  County  National  Bank,  I 
mentioned  that  the  Exchange  National  Bank  failed  due  to  a local 
depression.  I got  this  information  from  The  Standard  Catalog  of 
National  Bank  Notes.  However  after  reading  Denton  papers  from 
1928  and  1929,  I found  no  mention  of  a local  depression.  I de- 
cided to  scrutinize  those  papers  again.  I also  happened  to 
stumble  across  copies  of  the  North  Texas  State  Business  Oral 
History  Collection.  One  of  the  volumes  dealt  with  the  banking 
history  of  Denton  County.  It  consisted  of  an  interview  with  W.  C. 
Orr  Jr  in  1977.  His  father  was  an  organizer,  president  and  later 
chairman  of  the  board  in  1973.  The  following  will  relate  the 
history  of  the  Exchange  National  Bank  and  the  real  reason  the  bark 
failed. 

Denton’s  first  bank  was  a private  bank  operated  by  T.W.  and  J.  M. 
Daugherty  in  the  l870’s.  This  bank  was  advertising  as  early  as 
Dec.  3,  l87U  in  the  Denton  Review,  and  as  late  as  Mar.  H4.,  1879  in 
the  Denton  Monitor.  The  Monitor  ad  listed  it  as  "T.M.  Daugherty, 
Banker  and  Dealer  in  Exchange.” 

Prom  the  Daugherty  banking  business  grew  the  Exchange  National 
Bank,  organized  in  l88l  by  Judge  J.  A.  Carroll.  The  bank  received 
its  national  charter  May  7,  1883,  and  was  organized  with  a capital 
of  *50,000.  The  bank's  building  was  built  on  the  SE  corner  of  the 
town  square  and  replaced  the  law  office  of  Carroll  & J.M. Daugherty . 

Carroll  was  president  until  his  death  in  1891.  Other  early  off- 
icers were  S.F.  Reynolds  VP,  W.A.  Ponder  cashier,  J.  C.  Colt, 
assistant  cashier.  In  1913  the  bank  built  a new  building  on  its 
current  site  at  the  corner  of  Hickory  and  Locust.  The  Denton 
County  National  Bank  was  directly  across  Hickory  from  the  Exchange 
National  Bank,  and  Denton  County  National  also  erected  a new 
building  in  1913* 

On  Dec.  26,  1928  the  Exchange  National  failed  to  open  its  doors, 
this  being  a Wednesday.  The  following  unsigned  statement  was  on 
the  bank's  door  "The  bank  is  closed  by  order  of  its  directors. 

The  affairs  of  the  bank  are  in  the  hands  of  the  national  bank 
examiner."  In  an  Interview  with  the  Denton  Record  Chronicle, 

Pres.  J.  C.  Coit  expressed  his  disappointment  on  the  turn  of 
events,  and  announced  that  all  depositors  would  get  every  penny. 

The  failing  goes  back  to  a run  on  the  bank  the  proceeding  Mon. 
Dec.  2lj..  This  was  caused  by  a number  of  rumors,  occasioned  by  the 
wife  of  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Exchange  National  at  a women's 
tea  who  said  her  husband  had  mentioned  there  had  been  many  prob- 
lems at  the  bank,  and  the  bank  was  having  difficulty  with  the  bank 
examiner.  Actually  this  was  a very  sound  financial  institution. 
President  Coit  was  proven  correct  and  every  depositor  was  eventu- 
ally paid  back  every  penny  due. 

As  to  bank  rumors,  Denton  was  a bit  jittery  at  this  time  because 
the  First  National  Bank  had  failed  in  Aug.  1928  when  the  officers 
were  charged  with  embezzlement.  On  Dec.  27  the  Chronicle  published 
an  editorial  saying  that  rumors  should  not  be  spread  and  that  the 
banking  Industry  is  built  on  confidence.  Also,  no  bank  can  stand  a 
steady  withdrawal  of  deposits  unless  it  is  prepared  for  it.

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(from  pare  6)  of  the  Exchange  National  were  the  actions  of  the 
First  State  Bank.  Pres.  W.  C.  Orr  sent  his  son  to  Ft.  Worth  on 
the  dav  of  the  run  at  the  Exchange  National.  The  VP  of  the  Ft. 
Worth  National,  Raymond  Gee,  had  a package  for  the  younger  Orr. 

He  took  the  package  to  his  father.  It  was  opened  and  the  younger 
Orr  was  astonished  to  see  a substantial  stack  of  $1  notes.  These 
notes  were  stacked  in  the  teller’s  windows  to  indicate  that  the 
bank  had  plenty  of  cash  to  pay  its  depositors.  This  also  brought 
many  depositors  into  the  First  State  Bank  who  had  just  withdrawn 
their  money  from  the  Exchange  National. 

The  receiver  appointed  for  the  Exchange  National  was  F.  W. 

Lensing  who  was  already  in  town  as  the  receiver  of  the  failed 
First  National  Bank.  Officers  of  the  Exchange  National  tried  to 
reorganize.  Mr.  Lensing  declared  the  bank  was  in  a condition  to 
be  reorganized.  However,  the  bank  never  reopened  again.  In  1932 
the  First  State  Bank  bought  the  Exchange  National's  building  from 
the  receiver  and  lroved  into  that  building  that  year,  a location 
where  First  State  still  is  today,  that  building  having  been  re- 
placed by  a modern  8-story  building. 

The  Exchange  National  was  chartered  #29U9  and  issued  $5*  $5>0 
and  *100  Second  Charter  Brown  Backs,  $50  and  $100  Third  Charter 
Red  Seals,  and  $5,  $5 0 and  $100  Third  Charter  Dated  Back  Blue  Seals 
The  total  amount  of  circulation  issued  was  $I|.31,900.  The  amount 
outstanding  at  the  closing  of  the  bark  was  $2a,097. 

(Editor's  note:  an  inquiry  to  Frank  as  to  how  the  outstanding 
amount  could  end  in  7,  he  could  only  guess  possibly  a partial  $5 
torn  note  may  have  been  redeemed  for  $3  leaving  $2  still  out.)

You  may  read  of  our  1st 
return  tour  in  1979  on  page  9 of  volume  1 of  1983. 

One  more  comment  - a ^revoltin'  development.”  Two  weeks  ago 
while  I was  set  up  at  my  tables  for  the  Howell  Melon  Festival, 
as  I had  been  the  past  1S>  years,  next  to  our  Livingston  Co. 

Hist.  Soc.  depot  museum,  a once-in-a-lif etime  experience  was 
mine.  On  Saturday  I'd  had  a super  selling  day  at  the  outdoor 
street  affair  with  my  trading  stock  of  paper  money,  tokens  & 
medals,  coins,  and  oddball  collectibles.  On  Sunday  the  crowd 
was  smaller,  and  two  Howell  brothers  I knew  came  to  my  tables 
and  asked  if  I'd  sell  everything.  I said  I would,  quoted  a 
price  "out  of  the  air”,  they  wrote  me  a check,  and  loaded  all 
except  my  tables  into  their  van.

They  got  a super  buy,  I got  a super  check,  I still  have  my  own 
collections  and  exhibits  and  library,  and  this  is  much  better 
than  our  robbery  4t  years  ago.  Now  I can  start  out  afresh. 

An  estimated  60,000  visitors  were  in  our  small  town  for  our 
25th  Anniversary  Melon  Festival,  considered  now  to  be  third 
behind  the  Traverse  City  Cherry  Festival  and  the  Holland  Tulip 
Festival. 

BANK  OF  GLENDALE  (contd  from  page  4) 

An  interesting  side  light  is  the  community  of  Tropico  which 
is  now  the  south  side  of  Glendale.  In  1910,  Ban  Campbell  and 
John  A.  Logan  organized  the  Bank  of  Tropico.  According  to  the 
Controller  of  the  Currency  the  bank  became  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Tropico  on  June  26,  1913.  'Hie  note  shows  the  date  of 
June  13,  1913.  After  Tropico  was  incorporated  into  the  City  of 
Glendale  in  1918  the  bank  name  was  changed  to  the  Glendale  Nat- 
ional Bank.  On  November  Up , 1922  the  title  of  the  bank  was 
changed  to  First  National  Bank  in  Glendale.  The  bank  was  place 
in  voluntary  liquidation  by  its  shareholders  on  Bee.  17,  1934 
and  was  succeeded  by  First  National  Bank  gt  Glendale  which  was 
in  turn  merged  into  the  California  Bank  of  Los  Angeles  on  June 
12,  1949. 

Four  notes  from  the  First  National  Bank  Glendale  are  known 
to  collectors.  Two  notes  from  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Tropico  are  also  reported.  Notes  from  the  Ciendale  National 
Bank  and  the  First  National  Bank  of  Tropico  are  shown  thru  the 
courtesy  of  Charles  G.  Colver.  The  note  from  the  First  Nations 
Bank  of  Glendale  is  shown  thru  the  courtesy  of  Heller’s  Coin 
Store  in  Glendale.  (Editor's  note  - after  this  article  was 
written  Mr.  Nichols  received  an  August  6th  letter  from  Charley 
Colver  saying  that  Colver  had  purchased  at  the  ANA  in  Detroit 
another  note  on  the  First  National  Bank  of  Glendale,  making  fiv 
now  reported.)
